SUBJECT: MEDIA REACTION AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S TRIP 

1 . FOLLOWING IS MAY 13 MEDIA REACTION ON AMBASSADOR 
YOUNG'S AFRICAN TRIP. END SUMMARY. 

2. HOWARD K. SMITH COMMENTARY ON ABC EVENING NEWS STATES THAT 
THE OVERWHELMING ELECTORAL SUCCESS OF "PIK" BOTHA IN A HIGHLY 
CONSERVATIVE DISTRICT PROVES THAT CHANGE "IS IN PROGRESS" 

IN SOUTH AFRICA AND SMITH ADVISES "OUR TALKATIVE U.N. AMBASSA- 
DOR, ANDREW YOUNG" TO TAKE "A CUE FROM THAT RESULT" AND TO 
"END HIS PROVOCATIVE ATTACKS ON THE WHITE GOVERNMENT AND USE 
HIS PRESTIGE INSTEAD TO APPLY FRIENDLY BUT FIRM PRESSURE" TO 
HASTEN THE CHANGE IN SOUTH AFRICA. SMITH CONTASTS DIFFERENT 
SITUATIONS IN RHODESIA AND SOUTH AFRICA, STATING 
RHODESIAN WHITES "ARE RECENT ARRIVALS, RELATIVELY IN AFRICA," 

WHO TOOK LAND AWAY FROM THE BLACKS AND WHO "COULD GO BACK 
TO ENGLAND IF THEY LOSE A WAR." SOUTH AFRICAN WHITES, ON THE 
OTHER HAND, SMITH STATES, HAVE BEEN IN AFRICA "AS LONG AS WE 
HAVE BEEN HERE IN NORTH AMERICA, "AND HAVE LOST THEIR TIES TO 
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EUROPE. SMITH CAUTIONS: "MR. YOUNG SHOULD BE AWARE THAT IF RACIAL 
WAR COMES TO SOUTH AFRICA IT WOULD BE VASTLY WORSE THAN A WAR IN 
RHODESIA" BECAUSE THE SOUTH AFRICAN WHITES WILL FIGHT "WITH 
THE BITTERNESS ONLY THOSE CONVINCED THAT THEY ARE DEFENDING THEIR 
ONLY HOMELAND CAN SUMMON." IT WOULD BE A LONG, BRUTAL WAR WHICH 
ONLY A "MASSIVE INTERVENTION OF RUSSIAN-BACKED WHITES (SIC) 

COULD WIM. AND THAT, OF COURSE, WOULD TURN SOUTH AFRICA INTO A 
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SOVIET BASE," HE WARNS. SMITH CONCLUDES WE BETTER DO ALL WE CAN "TO 
ENCOURAGE'THE SIGNS OF "CONCILIATION... LIKE YESTERDAY'S ELEC- 
TION," FOR THE "ALTERNATIVE WOULD BE TERRIBLE." 

3. YOUNG'S CRITICISM OF SOVIETS FOR LACK OF AFRICAN DEVELOPMENT 
AID IS THEME OF AP (SCHMEMANN) DISPATCH WHICH QUOTES 

YOUNG AS SAYING: DON'T KNOW A SINGLE PLACE IN 

AFRICA WHERE THE SOVIETS HAVE MADE A SINGLE CONTRIBUTION TO DE- 
VELOPMENT.' YOUNG, ACCORDING TO AP, TOLD REPORTERS THAT THE U.S. 
SHOULD LAUNCH A LARGE-SCALE AID PROGRAM AS ’IT DID IN EUROPE AT 
THE END OF THE SECOND WORLD WAR.' WRITING ON HOUPHOUET-BOIGNY/YOUNG 
MEETING, SCHMEMANN REPORTS IVORIAN LEADER OF HAVING SAID THE 
"WEST SHOULD TAKE THE LEADERSHIP" IN AFRICAN DEVELOPMET AND THAT 
TWO WORST MISTAKES U.S. MADE IN AFRICA WERE "NOT TAKING THE 
LEAD IN ENDING PORTUGUESE COLONIALISM- THUS PERMITTING 
PRO-MARXIST REGIMES TO TAKE POWER - AND LETTING THE SOVIETS BUILD 
THE ASWAN DAM IN EGYPT." AP STORY. THEN, QUOTES 
YOUNG AS SAYING: 'WE CAN'T LET IT LOOK LIKE WE'RE NE- 
GLECTING THE MODERATE STATES THAT HAVE BEEN 
FRIENDLY AND PURSUE THE RADICAL STATES." STATING THAT 
AMERICAN AMBASSADORS DISCUSSED WAYS TO PEACEFULLY 
MOVE SOUTH AFRICA TOWARD MAJORITY RULE, SCHMEMANN 
WRITES THAT, ACCORDING TO YOUNG, U.S. POLICY ON SOUTH 
AFRICA WAS NOT TO PRESSURE THE GOVERNMENT BUT TO GET 
SOUTH AFRICA 'TO DO THINGS THAT ARE IN THEIR OWN LONG- 
RANGE INTEREST.' 

4. ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, ENDORSING THE "NEW OPENNESS" 

WITH REGARD TO THE FORMULATION OF FOREIGN POLICY, EDI- 
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TORI ALLY APPLAUDS YOUNG'S MISSION TO AFRICA AND PARTI- 
CULARLY YOUNG'S APPROACH TO SOLICIT THE ADVICE OF THE 
AMERICAN DIPLOMATS, THE PEOPLE CLOSEST TO THE 
AFRICAN COUNTRIES INVOLVED, IN HELPING SHAPE AN AFRICAN 
POLICY. THE CONSITTUTION CONCLUDES THAT "POLICIES 
TOWARD AFRICA HAVE BEEN PRACTICALLY NON-EXISTENT AND 
ITS ENCOURAGING THAT THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION CARES 
ENOUGH TO TRY FORMING SOME." 

5. NYTIMES CARRIES UPI DISPATCH FROM ABIDJAN SAYING 
THAT YOUNG TOLD REPORTERS AT A NEWS CONFERENCE THAT HE 
IS UNCONCERNED ABOUT ETHIOPIA BEING IN THE SOVIET CAMP 
AND THAT THE SWITCH HAS GIVEN THE KREMLIN 'MORE TROUBLE 
THAN IT CAN HANDLE.'

WITH THE FOREIGN POLICY CARTER ANNOUNCED DURING 
THE CAMPAIGN; (C) SOUTH AFRICA VISIT FLAP WAS PHONEY 
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ISSUE BY FM BOTHA WHO WAS RUNNING FOR OFFICE AND IT WAS 
USED TO DENIGRATE YOUNG; (D) YOUNG IS FIRST MAJOR AMERI- 
CAN POLITICIAN TO ENJOY RESPECT OF THE DEVELOPING WORLD 
AND THIS IS OF BENEFIT TO U.S.; (E) SHOWING CONTEMPT 
FOR THE PROTOCOL OF THE RACIST GOVERNMENT IN
